There has, indeed, rar< ly 
been a period in the history of civilized man, 
in which the general condition of the Ciiris- 
tian Nations, has been marke’! so extensively 
by peace and prosperity. Europe, with a 
few pertial and unhappy exceptions, has en- 
joyed ten sears of peace, during which all 
her Governments whatever the theory of their 
constitutions may have been, are successtulls 
taught to feel that the end of their institution 
is the happiness of the people, and that the 
exercise of power among men can be justified 
only by the blessings it confers upon those 
over whom it is extended. 

During the same period, our intercourse 
with all those nations has been pacific and 
friendly—it so continues. Since the cluse or 
your last session, no material variation has oc- 
curred in our relations with any one of them. 
In the commercial and navigation system of 
Great Britain, important change- ef munic) 
pal regulations have recently been sanctioned 
by acts of Parliament, the effect of which, 
upon the interests of o:her nations, and par 
ticulariy upon ours, hes not yet been fully de- 
veloped. In the recent renewal of the diplo 
matic missions on both sides, between the 
two governments, assurances have been given 
and received of the continuance and increas: 
of that mutual confidence and cordiality by 
which the adjustment of many points of «hi 
ference had already been effected, and which 
affords the surest pledge for the ultimate sa- 
tisfactory adjustment of those which still re- 
main open, or may hereafter arise. 

The policy of the United States, in their 
commercial imtercourse with other nations, 
has always been of the most liberal character. 
In the mutual exchange of their respective 
productions, they have abstained altogether 
from prolibitions—they have  interdicted 
themselves the power of laying taxes upon 
exports, ana whenever they have favoured 
their own shipping, by special preferences, 
or exclusive privileges in their own ports, it 
has been only with a view to countervail simi- 
lar favors and exclusions granted’ by the na- 
tions with whom we have been engaged in 
trafic to their own people or shipping, and 
to the disadvantage of ours. Immediately af 
ter the close of the last war, a preposal was 
fairly made by the act of Congress of the 3d 
of March, 1815, to all the maritime nations to 
lay asxie the system of retaliating restrictions 
and exclusions, and to place the shipping of 
both parties to the common trade, on a toot- 
mg of equality, in respect to the duties of 
tonnage and impost. This offer was partially 
aml successively accepted by Great Britain, 
Sweden, the Netherlands, the Hanseatic Ci- 
ties, Prussia, Sardinia, the Duke of Olden- 
burg, and Russia. 11 was also, adopted, un- 
der certain modifications, in our late commer- 
cial convention with France. And, by the 
act of Congress of 8th January, 1824, it has 
feceived a new confirmation, with all the na- 
tions who had acceded to it, and has been of- 
fered again to all those who are, or may here- 
after be, willing to abide in reciprocity by it. 
But all these regulations, whether established 
by treaty, or by municipal enactments, are 
sll subyect to one important restfiction.—

declared and maintained. 

Among the measures which have been sug- 
gested to them bs the new relatjons with one 
another, resulting from the receut changes of 
their condition, is that of assembling, at the 
Isthmus of Panama, 1 Congress at which each 
of them should be represence i to deliberat 
upen objects important to the weliare of ali. 
The Republics of Colombia, of Mexico, ana 
of Central America, have already deputed 
Plenipotentiaries to such a meeting, and thes 
have invited the United States to be also re 
presented there by their ministegs. The in- 
vitation has been accepted, and ministers on 
the part of the United States will be com- 
missioned to attend at those deliberations and 
to take part in them, so far as may be com- 
patible with that neutrality from which it 
is neither our intention, nor the desire of 
the other American States, that we should 
depart. 

The Commissioners under the Seventh Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty of Ghent have so nearly 
completed their labors, that by the Report re- 
centiy received from the Agent og the part of 
the United States, there is reason to expect 
that the commission will be closed at their 
next session, appointed for the 22d of May of 
the ensuing year. 
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‘The other Commission, appointed to ascer- 
tain the indemnities due for slaves carried 
away from the Uniied States, after the close 
of the late war, have met with some difficulty, 
which has delayed their progress in the in- 
quiry. A reference has been made to the 
British Government on the subject, which, it 
may be hoped, wll tend to hasten the deci- 
sion of the Commissioners, or serve as a sub- 
stitute for it. 

Among the powers specifically granted to 
Congress by the Constitution, are those of es- 
tablishing uniform laws on the subje¢t of Bank- 
ruptcies throughout the United States; and 
of provxliag for organizing, arming, and dis- 
ciplining the Miliua, and for gover ing such 
part of them as may be employed im the ser- 
vice of the United States. The magnitude 
and complexity of the interests aflected by 
legislation upon these subjects, may account 
for the fact, tat, long and often as both of 
them have occupied the atiention, and ani- 
mated the debates of Congress, no systems 
have yet been devised, for fulfilling, to the sa 
tisfaction of the community, the duties pre- 
scribed by these grants of power. To con-

By an act of Congress of the tiurd of March 
last, aloan of twelve millions of dollars was 
authorised at four and a ha!f per cent. or an 
-xchange of stock to that amount of four and 
a half per cent. fora stuck of six per cent. to 
create a fund for extinguishing an equal 
4 amount of the public debt, bearing an interest 
f six per cent. redeemable in 1826. An ac 
count of the measures taken to give effect to 
this Act will be laid before you by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. As the object which it 
vad in view has been but partially accomphsh- 
ed, it will be forthe consideration of Congress, 
whether the power with which it clothed the 
Executive should not be renewed at an early 
iay of the present Sessions, and under what 
moditications. 

The Act of Congress of the 3d of March 
last, directing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to subsbribe, 1n the name and for the use of 
the United States, for one thousand five hun- 
ired shares of the capital stock of the Cuesa- 
peake and Delaware Canal Company, has 
been executed by the actual subscription fur 
tle amount snec fied, and such other measures ! 
have been adopted by that officer, under the 
Act, as the fulfilment of its intentions requires. 
The latest accounts received of this important 
undertaking, authorize the belief that it isin 
successtul progress. 

The payments into the Treasury from pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the Public Lands, dur- 
ing the present year, were estimated at one 
million of dctlars. The actual receipts of the 
first two quarters have fallen very little sort 
of that sum: itis not expected that the 2d 
haif of the year will be equally productive ; 
but the :ncome of the veor from that source 
may now b-: safely estimated at a million and 
ahalf. The Act of Congress of 18th May, 
1$24, to provide for the extinguishment of 
the debt due to the United States by the pur- 
chasers of public lan is, was limited, in its 
operation of relief to the purchaser, to the 
tenth of April last. Its effect at the end of 
the quarter during which it expired, was to 
reduce that debt from ten to seven millions. 
By the operation of similar prior laws of relief 
from and since that of 2d March, 1821, the 
debt had been reduced, from upwards of 22 
millions to ten. It is exceedingly desirable 
that it should be extinguished altogether ; and 
to fucilitate that consummation, | recommend 
to Congress the revival, for one year more, of 
the Act of 18th May, 1824, with such provi- 
sional modification as may be necessary to 
guard the public interests agains: fraudulent 
practices in the resale of the relinquished land. 
Ihe purchasers of public lands are among the 
most useful of our fellow citizens, and, since 
the system of sales for cash alone iias been in- 
troduced, great indulgence has been justly 
extended to those who had previously pur- 
chased upon credit. The debt which had been 
contracted under the credit sales had become 
unwieldly, and its extinction was alike advan- 
tageous io the purchaser and the public. Un- 
der the system of sales, matured, as it has 
been by experience, and adypted to the exi- 

gencics of the times, the lands will contmue,

The Board of Engineers for Internal Im- 
provement, appointed for carrying into exe- 
cution the Act of Congress of SCth of April, 
1824, ‘“‘to procure the necessary surveys, 
plans and estimates, on the subject of roads 
ang canals,” have been actively engaged in 
that service from the ctose of the last ses- 
sion of Congress, They have completed thy 
surveys necessary for ascertaining the prac’i- 
cabili'y of a canal from the Chesapeake Bay 
to the Onio river, and are prepafing a full 
repert on that subject, which, when complet 
: , will be laid before you. ‘Lhe same obser- 
ration 3 to be made with regard to the two 
ther objects of national importance, upon 
which the Board have been occupied, namely, 
the accomplishment of a National Road from 
this city to New Orleans, and the proctica- 
bility of uniting ihe watcrs of Lake Memphra 
magog with Conaecticut River, and the im- 
provement of the navigation of that river. 
The surveys have been made, and are nearly 
completed. the Report may be expected at 
an early period during the present session of 

Congress. . 

The acts of Congress of the last session, re- 
lative to the surveying, marking, or laying out 
roads in the Territories of Florida, Arkansas, 
and Michigan, from Missouri to Mexico, and 
for thie continuation of the Cumberland Road, 
are, some of them, fully executed, and others 
in the process of execution. Those for com- 
pleting or commencing fortifications, have 
been delayed only so far as the Corps of En- 
gneers has been inadequate to furnish officers 
for the necessary supemntendence of the 
works. Undcr the act confirming the s atutes 
of Virginia and Maryland, incorporating the 
Chesapeake and Onio Canal Company, three 
commussioners on the part of the United Staves 
have been appointed for opening books and 
receiving subseriptions in concert with a like 
number of commissioners appointed on the 
part of each of those states. A meeting of the 
commissioners has been postponed to await 
the definitive R-port of the Board of Eng:- 
neers. The light-houses and monuments for 
the safety of our commerce and mariners; the 
works for the security of Plymouth Beach, 
and for the preservation of the Islands in Bos. 
ton Harbour, have rereived the attention re- 
quired by the laws relating to those subjects 
respectively. The continuation of the Cum- 
berland Road, the most iniportant of them all, 
after surmounting no inconsiderable difficul- 
ty in fixing upon the direction of the read, 
has commenced under the most promising 
ausp:ces, with the improvemenis of recent in- 
vention in the mode of construction, and with 
the advantage of a great reduction in the com- 
parative cost of the work. 

The operation of the laws relating to the 
Revolutionary Pensioners may deserve the re- 
newed consideration of Congress. The act of 
18th March, 1818, while it made provision for 
many mer:torious and in|ligent citizens, who 
had served in the war of independence, open- 
ed a door to numerous abuses and impositions. 
To remedy this, the act of Ist May, 1820, ex- 
acted proof of absolute indigence, which miny 
really in want were unable, and all, suscepti- 
ble of that delicacy which is allied to many 
virtucs, must be decply reluctant to give. The 
result nas been, that some among the least 
deserving have been retained, and some in 
whom both the requisites of worth and want 
were combined, have been stricken frum the 
ist.

The go- 
vernments of Great Britain and France have

pendulum vibrating seconds in various lati- 
tudes from the Equator to the Pole. These re- 
searches have resu!ted in the composition and 
publication of several works highly interesting 
to the cause of science. ‘The experiments 
are yet in the precess of performance. Some 
of them have recently been made on our own 
shores, within the walls of one of our own col- 
leges, and partly by one of our own fellow 
citizens. It would be honorable to our coun- 
try if the sequel of the same experiments 
should be countenanced by the patronage of 
our government as they have hitherto been by 
those of France and Britain. 

Connected with the establishment of an 
University, or separate from it, might be un- 
dertaken the erection of an astrononfical ob- 
servatory, with provison for the support of 
an astronomer, to be in constant attendance 
of observation upon the phenomena of the 
heavens ; and for the periodical publication of 
his observations, It is with no feeling of 
pride, as an American, that the remark may 
be made, that on the comparatively small ter- 
ritortal surface of Europe, there are eXisting 
upwards of one hundred and thirty of these 
light-houses of the skies; while throughout 
the whole American hemisphere, there is not 
one. If we reflect a moment upon the dis- 
coveries, which, .n the last four centuries, 
have been made in the pliysical const:tution 
of the universe, by the means of these build- 
ings, and of observers stationed in them, shall 
we doubt of their usefulness to every na 
tion? and while scarcely a year passes over 
our heads without bringing some new astron- 
omical discovery to light, which we must fsin 
receive at second hand from Europe, are we 
not cutting ourselves off from the means 
of returning light for light, while we have 
neither observatory nor observer upon our 
half of the globe, and the earth revolves in 
perpetual darkness to our unsearching eyes ¢ 

When, on the 25th of October, 1791, the 
first President of the United S:ates announced 
to congress the result of the first enumeration 
of the tihabitants of this Union, he informed 
them that the returns gave the pleasing assur- 
ance that the popula.ion of the United States 
bordered on four millions of persons. At the 
distance of thgrty years fiom that time, the last 
enumeration, five years since, comple:ed, pre- 
sented a popuiatic a bordering upen ten mil- 
ihions. Per aps, of ali the ev:dences of a dros-
